SERVICE ACT. ~ 


The following Regulations, recently approved by 
the Governor General in Council, impose strict 
obligations upon every employer TO ASSURE HIM- 
SELF THAT EACH OF HIS EMPLOYEES OF 
MILITARY AGE AND DESCRIPTION IS_IN 
POSSESSION OF DOCUMENTS PROVING 
THAT HE IS NOT IN ANY WAY IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY SERVICE ACT. 

An employer who \is charged with having a 
defaulter in his employ. must be able to prove 
THAT THE MILITARY SERVICE PAPERS 
ISSUED BY THE REGISTRAR OR MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN QUES- 
TION WERE PRODUCED FOR HIS INSPEC- 
TION at the time when the employee was taken into 
his employment, and that it was reasonably estab- 
lished to his satisfaction that the man was not in 
default under the Military Service Act. It should be 
clearly understood that the Canadian Registration 
Certificates given on June 22, 1918,, at the time of 
general registration, in no way define the status of a 
man under the Military Service Act.

Acetone, a product of com, is beint 
made in large quantities in Canada 
because the Government haz been sble 
to finance the war purchssea of Great 
Britain out of the Xictory Luan of 1917 
and previous Joans. This pre«duct ir 
a solvent for guncetion and is required 

{in the matuiacture of cordite, 

When the Imyerial Munitions Beard 
sought to place a large order for ace- 
tone it found a plant ready. Mr. W. 
G. Go ham and Lieut.-Col. A. E. 
Gooderhant¥offcred a huge distillery 
in » Canadian city for the taxes and 
insurance, and their services as prac- 
tical men without remuneration. The 
Britis{: Government was glad to avail 
itsclt’of this splendid offer and asked 
for the delixery of 250 tone of acetone 
in fifteen months. The British Ace 
tones, Limited, was formed, with 
Messrs. Gooderham as heads, and op. 
erations were commenced in August, 
1916. By the end of 1917, when the 
British Government expected the de- 
livery of 250 tons, the company had 
deliverdd 1,080 tons: 

Moreover, plans for the extension of 
the plant to supply another product 
which does the same work a6 acetone, | « 
were soon under way. Thix product is 
methyl ethyl ketone, known as MEF. 
This is got from butyl alcohol, a 
product of acetone. 

There are more than 400 operatives 
in this war industry. High wages are 
paid, and the plant is running at its 
full capacity. It ia stated that better 
results are obtained in the plant of 
British Acetones, Limited, than in any 
other similar industry, which speaks 
well for the ability of Canadians to 
compete with the outside world. 

Acetone is made by the distillation 
of corn, A Polish Jew discovered the 
germ, which is introduced into the 
corn mash from which the valuable 
fluid is produced. The British Gov- 
ernment pays him a royalty on the se- 
cret proceas, with the proceeda’ from 
which he proposes to establish at 
Jerusalem a university fo rthe benefit 
of hie race.

tinue Christ’s faithfal soldiers and fole 
lowers to their tife’s end.” This cery 
tainly presente very positively \the 

Christian life as one of warfare. Be 

lievers are called to be soldiers of 

Jesus, who is still “captain of the 

Lord’ hosts.” 

Paul exhorts Timothy to “endure 
hardship as a good soklier of Jesus 
Christ,” and one of the things which 
cheered him when approaching his 
martyrdom was that he had “fought 
a good fight.’ If we go back to the 
earlier days of: scripture record of 
Deity teaching humanity the way of 
faith and obedience we shall see that 
the lure was adventure and heroism. 
When the leader of Israel was about 
to take possession of the land of prom 
ise he and his were to do so by con- 
flict. Joshua was, no doubt, troubled 
aa to how he should accomplish the 
task which the Loni laid upon him, 
When reconnoitering in meditative 
contemplation a wonderful vision was 
given his militant soul, A man with 
a sword drawn in his hand stood be 
fore him. 

The supernaturalness of this war- 
rior and hia message may be proven 
by the fact that the immediate re- 
sponse of Joshua was an act of wor- 
ship. Such visions and appeals come 
to worshipping heroes; never to un- 
believers. The profane are generally 
cowards and always irresponsive to 
high ahd noble appeals, The base is 
always a menace to the pure, and holi- 
néss always militant in the presence 
of sin,

These two farm operations may 
be accomplished at the same time and 
by the same means. The fanning mill

is the most successful medium in ob- j 


taining this result and too much im- 
portance cannot be placed on the use 
of this machine. The successful ober- 
ation of the fanning mill depends on 
two factors, that of wind. blast and 
the use of sieves. The removal of 
Nght or inferior grain and the small- 
er and lighter weed seeds is almost 
wholly dependent on the wind blast. 
It also assists the ‘sieves because it 
removes part. of the grain which 
would otherwise have to pass through 
them and it prevents clogging in the 
sieves by light seed. The two most 
important sieves are those of the top 
and bottom. The top sieve should be 
just large enough to let the grain 
pass through and keep back the larg- 
er impurities. The bottom siere 
should be of just sufficient size to 
keep back the good sced. 

The utility of many fanning mills 
is impaired by the owner not possess~ 
ing a full assortment of sieves and 
by his using poorly-ftting sieves, 
which allow weed sceds and grain to 
lodge in the mill, The efficiency of 
many fanning mills too is often 
lessened by the operator belng in 
too much of a hurry.” To obtain the 
best results, grain should: pass slowly 
over the lower sieve, When the fan- 
ning mill is turned too rapidly or the 
lower sieve has too much slope, many 
of the smaller impurities will not be 
removed, ' ! 

Well cleaned and well graded grain 
is not only free from weed seeds, 
dther seeds, dirt and chaff but is 
larger in size, has greater uniformity, 
weighs heavier, is of better quality 
and is of stronger vitality than 
not so cleaned and graded. No farmer 
can afford to be without a good fan- 
ning mill.and there are many farm- 
ers who would be much better off if 
they extended its use.— Dr. C. A. 
Zavitz, Ontario Agricultural College,
